A SILLY POLICE MUDDLE. 
It is generally * acknowledged that 
private detective agencies are un- 
American and of no real benefit to 
any community as a deterrent of crime 
or in bringing law violators to justice. 
Their chief sphere of usefulness, if 
such it may be called, is in shadowing 
suspected wives or husbands and of­ 
ten times in negotiating with the un­ 
derworld for the return of valuable 
loot, that owners are willing to pay 
handsomely for. 
But once in a while these concerns* 
do, under the stimulous of sufficient 
reward, track down and take into cus- 
today a criminal that state and city 
officers fail to apprehend and by so 
doing perform a distinct public serv­ 
ice. 
Recently this thing happened 
when a Kansas City concern of this 
character, working on the slenderest 
of clues secured evidence that pointed 
to the perpetrators of one of the most 
heinious murders ever committed in 
that city, trailed the man they believ­ 
ed to have actually done the killing 
through several states and placed him 
under arrest. 
The local police force 
had failed miserably in fixing respon­ 
sibility for the crime and, as far as it 
was concerned, the murderers were 
free to go their ways and rob and kill 
to their heart’s content. 
After the arrest was made a city 
detective was sent to accompany the 
agency’s men in returning the accus­ 
ed to the scene of his crime and on 
the return and while the man was in 
charge of the city detective (the pri­ 
vate detectives being in another part 
of the car at the time) he made his es­ 
cape by jumping out of a window, 
plunging through two thicknesses of 
heavy plate glass. 
Investigating this escape the police 
commissioners of Kansas City dismiss­ 
ed from the force the officer wTho wras 
in charge of the prisoner and 
then 
turned around and revoked the li­ 
cense of the detective agency through 
whose efforts the criminal was captur­ 
ed. Such action taken under existing 
conditions seems to show that the po­ 
lice authorities were peeved at the 
agency because it had placed them in 
the embarrassing position 
in which 
they found themselves. Not only had 
it solved a crime mystery that they 
were unable even to approach and ap­ 
prehend an arch-criminal that they 
had allowed to slip through their fin­ 
gers, but it had also forced them to 
take full responsibility for the escape 
of that criminaf. 
They couldn’t stand this and so is­ 
sued the edict which practically says: 
“For the good work you have done 
you’re put out of business, ^ou can’t 
‘show us’ up as you have without be­ 
ing punished.” The whole thing is sil­ 
ly in the extreme. 
No wonder they want a change in 
police conditions in Kansas City. 
♦—------- 
THE PEACE PRIZE FOR WILSON. 
The Noble Peace Prize, it is said, is 
to be awarded to President Wilson. 
What a commentary that will be upon 
the persons in this country responsi­ 
ble for the result of the recent elec­ 
tion ! 
Scores 
of 
orators travelled 
about over the land denouncing Presi­ 


dent Wilson because he had a plan 
which, they said, 
would perpetuate 
the curse of war and compel American 
mothers to send their sons by the mil­ 
lions to the trenches. Scores of news­ 
papers said the same thing. 
Thcru- 
sands of voters believed these nonsen­ 
sical falsehoods and voted against the 
candidate who was in favor of Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s plan. 
Of course, this was not the only rea­ 
son for the outcome of the election, 
but it was one of the principal reasons. 
Another important 
reason 
was the 
feeling entertained by many- against 
President Wilson because he was the 
decisive factor in the defeat of Ger­ 
many. 
Yet Maximilian Hardin, one 
of the most liberal and most clear­ 
sighted men in Germany, in discuss­ 
ing the first meeting of the League, 
says: 
“Immortality is as certain for 
Woodrow Wilson’s speeches as for the 
mediations of the 
Roman 
Emperor, 
Marcus 
Aurelius,* who also stopped 
half way up 
to the heights. 
This 
American stands on the threshold of a 
new world. 
He has‘painted it out of 
his prophetic 
vision. 
Another 
will 
build it. The parchment of Versailles 
begins to turn yellow. Only one Con­ 
queror’s work will endure—Wilson’s 
thought.” 
Why President 
Wilson 
“stopped 
half way up to the heights” is suffi­ 
ciently plain. 
The forces arrayed 
against him were too great to be over­ 
come all at once, but he did wonders 
against heavy odds and he laid a firm­ 
er foundation for world peace than 
ha*^ ever existed before. 
Indeed, no 
statesman in history has done one- 
hundredth part as much for the cause 
of peace as the president, and he rich­ 
ly deserves the Nobel prize. It will be 
very gratifying if it is awarded to him 
in spite of all the passions and preju­ 
dices which 
have 
survived the war 
period, and 
such an award 
should 
help to dissipate the 
vapors 
which 
have clouded the vision of so many 
and blinded them to the real signifi­ 
cance of what Wilson has done. 


Enough to eat, enough to wear and 
enough to drink (soft of course) is all 
man is entitled to, according to the 
law of nature. 
But none of us seem 
to want to adhere strictly to the law. 


Dodging the “pie hunters” will be 
the chief occupation of the successful 
candidates from now until all the 
jobs are filled.

ACTORS AND IMMORTALITY. 


I rom the New York Post. 
It was pointed out in the Evening 
Post the other day that the failure of 
Edwin Booth to be elected recently to 
the Hall of Fame was chiefly due to 
the adverse vote of the academic ele­ 
ment, historians, and professors of his­ 
tory. 
It is customary to contrast the 
fate of actors and singers with that of 
other artists to the disadvantages of 
the former. 
Once they retire from 
active life, or die, nothing remains of 
their art but the remembrance of their 
performances by those who witnessed 
them. 
The gramophone has to some 
extent modified the situation so far as 
singers are concerned, and records of 
their voices are now preserved for pos­ 
terity. 
Declamation, however, is only 
a part of the player’s art. 
Yet the actor’s fame has its privi­ 
leges. In the theater alone is it possi­ 
ble to dictate to posterity. An author, 
an artist, or a statesman may win the 
admiration of his contemporaries, but 
his achievements live after him and 
later generations frequently inter his 
reputation with his bones. The actor 
alone has the great privilege of oblig­ 
ing posterity to accept on 
trust the 
fame to which 
his 
contemporaries 
have borne witness. We have no 
means of estimating the histronic gen­ 
ius of those whom our • grandfathers 
and great-grandfathers delighted to 
honor. 
Perhaps it was some obscure 
revolt against this dictatorship— for 
all dictatorships are supect nowadays 
—which prompted the rejection of 
Edwin Booth. The longer his election 
is postponed the greater becomes the 
act of faith necessary to confirm his 
reputation and the more unlikely a re­ 
vision of his claim to immortality.

Grand Trunk F.ies Suit. 
Washington. Nov. 30.—Mandam­ 
us proceedings against the secre­ 
tary of tho treasury were instilled 
yesterday in the District of Colum­ 
bia supreme 
court 
by the Grand 
Trunk Western Railway Company 
to require payment of an Interstate 
Commerce Commission certificate 
calling for $500,000 as due the road 
under the guaranty provisions of 
the transportation act. 
Justice McCoy issued an order re­ 
turnable December 7, requiring Sec­ 
retary Houston to show cause why 
the writ .should not be granted. 
While the, Grand Trunk Company 
is th'» only petitioner in the case, 
approximately $400,000,000 claimed 
bv the railroads is involved in the 
litigation, according to a statement 
issued last night by the Association 
of Railway Executives. 
This proceeding grew out of the 
opinion rendered October 7 by the 
comptroller of the 
treasury, 
the 
statement said, “based upon certain 
certificates presented by the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission to the 
treasury department in favor of the 
Grand 
Trunk 
Western 
Railway 
Company and the Detroit, Grand 
Haven and Milwaukee Railroad, in 
wfc’ch opinion the comptroller of 
the treasury held that partial pay­ 
ments could not be made by the 
secretary of the treasury to a car­ 
rier in advance of final settlement. 
“The comptroller took the posi­ 
tion that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission was efnpowered to is­ 
sue only one certificate to each car­ 
rier, which certificate must be for 
the full amount of the final settle­ 
ment. While in this proceeding the 
Grand Trunk Railway Company is 
the only petitioner, yet the result of 
the decision rendered in this case 
will involve the payment of approx­ 
imately 
$400,000,000 
now 
due to 
railroads of this country under the 
guaranty provisions of the trans­ 
portation act.
